JEFFERSO N CITY, March 2.— 
Lloyd W. King. State Superinten­ 
dent of

$4,342,052 this m onth to the pub­ 
lic schools of Missouri. 
This represents the Marcn ap­ 
portionm ent of funcL, and brings 
to $7,403,324 the total amount 
to 
be paid during the current school 
year. Last .year the apportionment 
totaled $5.856,911. 
State Auditor Forrest Smith ex­ 
plained that the sharp increase in 
funds was 
derived 
principally 
through the sales and liquor taxes. 
These taxes, Sm ith said, will pro­ 
vide about 6 8 per cent of the to­ 
tal M arch 
apportionment. 
The 
schools will get $1,655,000 from 
the sales tax and $1,384.000 from 
liquor taxes.

Louis Houck, the Father of Southeast Missouri

zation in wha t wa s destined to be 
the prized a gricultura l section of 
the United Sla tes. 
Prior to the y ea r 1880, 
w hen 
Louis Houck, with visions of the 
possibilities and da untless fa ith in 
the future of the va st w a ste of 
swa mp la nd ly ing south of Ca pe 
Girardeau and north of the Ar- 
ka nsa s-Missouri 
sta te 
line— the 
history of railroad building in the 
va lley section of Southea st M is­ 
souri had been one fa ilure a fter 
another; little if a ny progress had 
been ma de. Hundreds 
of

panies had been orga nized for the

ra ilroa ds; 
stock sold, and in som e insta nces

Former Governor F letcher

Missouri and Tex a s Ra ilroa d Co., 
,.nd bonds were issued

bonds 
failed to sell, and the road, like 
its ma ny predecessors, fa iled. 
It wa s at

juncture 
that 
Louis Houck beca m e interested in 
the defunct Ca pe Gira rdea u and 
Sta te Line Compa ny . He entered 
into a contract with the ow ners 
of the old road, w ho still ow ned 
the road bed, a greeing to com plete 
the line by J a nua ry , 1881. 
successful in ca rry ing out his x aaa- 
traet, a nd the title of the road 
pa ssed to him.

long list of successful ventures by 
Mr. Houck in building ra ilroa ds 
throughout the sw a m ps of S ou th ­ 
east Missouri.

FORFEITS $15 BOND 


Composts 
ofifer 
a 
practical 
means of m aintaining the soil fer­ 
tility which is the most im portant 
factor in the successful operation 
of a subsistence farm , C. C. Flet­ 
cher of the 
federal 
bureau 
of 
chemistry and soils writes in the 
1935 yearbook of agriculture, just 
published. 
The subsistence farm is usually 
small in area, which implies the 
necessity of having every square 
foot of it as fertile as possible in 
order to obtain m axim um crops. 
Where there is an am ple 
labor 
supply in the. family the p rep ara­ 
tion of composts and the securing 
of material for them m ay well be 
worked into periods which would 
not otherwise be fully employed. 
There is need here tor intensive 
gardening, and the basis of build- 
ing up the soil for this purpose is 
ui most cases an adequate supply 
of humus. Because the area is too 
small to perm it profitable use of 
green-m anure crops, 
the home- 
stead farm er must rely on m anure 
and composts. As the question of 
case involved is also im portant it 
is advisable so far as possible to 
utilize m aterials 
which 
are 
at 
hand or easily secured. In most 
cases these m aterials have no cash 
value, but when properly 
com ­ 
posted contribute to the building 
up of the soil and bring increased 
crop yields. 
There are available on practic­ 
ally all farms and gardens many 
materials which are useful 
for 
composts, although the farm et 
>i 
gardener often fails to appreciate 
their value. Some of the common 
materials which are often w asted 
are leaves, straw, muck, vegetable 
and garbage 


now available, fertilizer chem icals 
may be added. 
These 
may 
be 
either a complete fertilizer m ix- 
turt, high in nitrogen, such as one 
containing 7 per cent nitrogen, 6 
percent phosphoric acid, 
and 
5 
per cent potash, or the separate 
materials may be added. A m ix­ 
ture recommended by the 
New 
York agricultural experim ent sta­ 
tion at Geneva is sulphate of am ­ 
monia. 60 pounds; ground 
lim e­ 
stone. 50 pounds; superphosphate, 
30 pounds; m uriate of potash, 25 
pounds; total, 165 pounds. This is 
sufficient to mix with a ton of 
straw or other waste material. 
The straw or organic matter is 
spread out in six-inch layers and 
treated layer by layer with the 
chemicals until the pile is four 
feet high. Each layer is 
wet 
us 
placed, and finally the pile is kept 
moist as decomposition occurs. In 
the warm part of the year de­ 
co m p o sitio n may 
be 
thoroughly 
completed witlvin throe 
m onths. 
ENe of the m ixtures recom m end­ 
ed by

station is advised. In m aking up a 
c impost pile it is custom ary to 
have the pile five or six foot wide 
and the length corresponding to 
the amount of m aterial available.

Mr. Durrenberger looked at me 
as though I w ere the first person 
who had ever felt it was neees* 
sary to ask questions about plain, 
hard rolls. “ What would you like 
to know, M iss?” he asked. 
“First of all, please tell me the 
kind of bread of which you bake 
the most,” I answered. At 
the 
same tim e I looked around 
the 
large room to try to learn in 3 
quick glance the secret 
of 
the 
Waldorf success. 
“O h” , he replied, “we bake most 
of h ard rolls, of course. Oh. yes, 
we bake m any times 
as 
many 
hard rolls as anything else.’’ (I 
am 
delecting his picturesque ac­ 
cent.) 
“Can you give me any figures? 


each day?” 
“That varies,” 
he 
answered. 
“On days when w e have no ban­ 
quets w e serve nine thousand hard 
rolls. But when we have parties 
we send up 20,000 
rolls, 
maybe 
more.” 
He w asn’t loquacious, and I had 
to ask for each bit of information 
separately. “That seem s to me to 
be a lot of rolls,” I suggested. 
“My goodness, 
no!” 
he 
shot 
back. “The people like these hard 
rolls. Maybe it is because they 
are so healthful. You see, every 
one knows there is

We turn out forty 
loaves of whole wheat and sixty 
loaves of rye, and that just about 
finishes our bread baking except 
that at midnight suppers we have 
to furnish small, soft rolls.

I w as impressed that during his 
entire recitation, Mr. Durreraberg- 
er seem ed to be apologizing for 
baking anything but plain, hard 
rolls. 
He showed us around his little 
domain. It did seem too clean to 
be busy. Three bakers were quiet­ 
ly and sw iftly at work at a long 
table. “We have three night men 
and six day men, which means 
that with one off each 
day 
we

High quality pastures

more than double the returns ob­ 
tained from ordinary 
bluegrass 
last year when compared on the 
basis of pounds of gain m ade by 
grazing yearling steers, says T. A. 
Ewing of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
A comparison of 
gains 
from 
pasture was made on a num ber of 
farm s with in the same county by 
men co-operating with the 
Col­ 
lege in keeping feed and produc­ 
tion records on their cattle. With 
gains figured at 6 cents a pound, 
the -best pasture gave a return of 
$10.70 an acre and the poorest on­ 
ly $4.58 an acre. 
The best results were obtained 
by a feeder who pasture 
winter 
wheat from March 27 to May 1 
and then turned his cattle into a 
mixed pasture of clover and tim ­ 
othy. 
There still is tim e this spring 
to start the supplem entary pas- 


The hatchibility of good hatch­ 
ing eggs may be destroyed by im ­ 
proper care some tim e between 
the time the eggs are laid and the 
time they are placed in the incu­ 
bator, says E. M. 
Funk 
of 
the 
M issouri‘College of Agriculture. 
The germ spot in a fertile egg 
begins to develop at 
68 
degrees 
F., so that while being held prior 
to incubation hatching eggs should 
be kept where the tem perature is 
below 
68. 
Slow 
development 
which occurs slightly above this 
tem perature results 
in 
reduced 
hatches. Apparently the most sat­ 
isfactory tem perature for holding 
eggs is between 50 and 60. 
To prevent chilling or freezing 
during cold weather, eggs should 
be gathered several times 
daily 
and immediately placed in the egg 
storage room. In hot w eather the 
eggs should be gathered frequent­ 
ly and stored w'here the tem pera­ 
ture is below 68. It is as im port­ 
ant to gather eggs several tim es 
daily in hot w eather as in cold 
weather. 
Eggs kept under ideal 
condi­ 
tions can be held from 10 days 
to two weeks without apparently 
injuring their hatchibility. Under 
practical 
operating 
conditions, 
however, it is advisable to set the 
eggs each week. Eggs held long­ 
er than two weeks gradually lose 
their hatching power until at the

‘It is my opinion that the 
Dred 
Scott decision, as it is,

Composts 
ofifer 
a 
practical 
means of maintaining the soil fer- 
tilit> which is the most important 
factor in the successful operation 
of a subsistence farm, C. C. Flet­ 
cher of the 
federal 
bureau 
of 
chemistry and soils writes in the 
1935 yearbook of agriculture, just 
published. 
The subsistence farm is usually 
small in area, which implies the 
necessity of having every square 
foot of it as fertile as possible in 
order to obtain maximum crops. 
Where there is an ample 
labor 
supply in the family the prepara­ 
tion of composts and the securing 
of material for them may well be 
worked into periods which would 
not otherwise be fully employed. 
There is need here for intensive 
gardening, and the basis of build­ 
ing up the soil for this purpose is 
in most cases an adequate supply 
of humus. Because the area is too 
small to permit profitable use of 
green-manure crops, 
the home­ 
stead farmer must rely on manure 
and composts. As the question of 
case involved is also important it 
is advisable so far as possible to 
utilize materials 
which 
are 
at 
hand or easily secured. In most 
cases these materials have no cash 
value, but when properly 
com­ 
posted contribute to the building 
up of the soil and bring increased 
crop yields. 
There are available on practic­ 
ally all farms and gardens many 
materials which are useful 
for 
composts, although the farmer ar 
gardener often fails to appreciate 
their value. Some of the common 
materials which arc often wasted 
are leaves, straw, muck, vegetable 
tops, grass clippings, and garbage 
material which is 
inedible 
for 
chickens or pigs. Where stock is 
kept, the m anure from the cows, 
chickens, and pigs may well b* 
worked into the compost 
heap, 
because, unless something of this 
character 
is 
put 
in, 
fertilizer 
chemicals will be needed to break 
down the compost, and these re­ 
quire an outlay of cash. With this 
in mind, the treatment of the farm 
animals may be modified to givi« 
greater amounts of material for 
composts. Larger amounts of bed­ 
ding than are absolutely required 
may be used, and the use of su­ 
perphosphate as a part of the ab­ 
sorbent of the manure is helpful. 
Superphosphate not only acts as 
a preservative of the nitrogen . i 
the manure, but also builds 
up 
the phosphoric acid content of the 
mixture, and ultimately that 
of 
the compost. 
There are a number of methods 
of making composts and the one 
chosen will depend on the materi­ 
als available, the location, and the 
time which can be allowed for the 
compost to mature. An ordinary 
pile of leaves without treatment, 
if kept 
moist, 
will 
ultimately 
break down into humus, as in the 
case of forest 
litter 
and 
forest 
soils. Although this process may 
take several years in a forest, the 
breaking down of the 
compost 
may be 
hastened 
by 
methods 
which also improve its character. 
A small amount of lime added to 
the compost materials, 
together 
with a little manure, will speej 
up the breaking down of the in­ 
ert material. 
The 
greater 
the 
amount of manure which may be 


now available, fertilizer chemicals 
may be added. 
These 
may 
be 
either a complete fertilizer mix- 
turt, high in nitrogen, such as one 
containing 7 per cent nitrogen, 6 
percent phosphoric acid, 
and 
5 
per cent potash, or the separate 
materials may be added. A m ix­ 
ture recommended by the 
New 
York agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion at Geneva Is sulphate of am ­ 
monia, <10 pounds; ground 
lime­ 
stone, 50 pounds; superphosphate, 
30 pounds; muriate of potash, 25 
pounds; total, 165 pounds. This is 
sufficient to mix writh a ton of 
straw or other waste material. 
The straw or organic matter is 
spread out in six-inch layers and 
treated layer by layer with the 
chemicals until the pile is four 
feet high. Each layer is 
wet 
us 
placed, and finally the pile is kept 
mo ist as decomposition occurs. In 
t he warm part of the year de­ 
composition may 
be 
thoroughly 
completed within three 
months. 
U s e of the mixtures recommend­ 
ed by 
the 
nearest 
experiment 
stat io n is advised. In making up a 
compost pile it is customary to 
have t h e pile five or six feet wide 
and the length corresponding to 
the amount of material available. 
In this way the ideal condition of 
allowing the pile to be damp and 
not wet will usually operate in 
humid climates. It is not advis- 
,»1*1*« to apply so much moisture 
that it runs through the pile as 
this will leach out soluble ferti­ 
lizer compounds. 
On the 
other 
hand, if the compost is too dry, 
proper 
decomposition 
will 
not 
take place. In some cases It has 
been found convenient to 
make 
the compost in a concrete-lined 
pit or on a concrete floor. Where 
running water is available in am ­ 
ple amounts, a covered pit may 
bo u s e d effectively, as the mois­ 
ture can be controlled under these 
conditions. However, 
the 
com­ 
post pile may be on the ground 
without any other protection than 
proper care in seeing 
that 
the 
sides are more or less vertical and 
that the top Is depressed in the 
center to hold the water. 
When the compost is thorough­ 
ly broken down into a homogene­ 
ous mixture and no undocompos- 
od leaves or other material may 
be seen, it is ready for use. It 
may be broadcast and worked in­ 
to the 
entire 
topsoil, 
if 
large 
enough amounts 
are 
available. 
With smaller amounts it is often 
better to put it in individual hills. 
The use of composts will vary 
somewhat with the soils involved. 
They are very necessary in san­ 
dy soils and are also efficient In 
improving the mechanical condi­ 
tion of clay soils. On good loams 
and on peaty soils, they arc not 
so necessary, though useful .They 
are a substitute fnrTnnnure, when 
manure is not avaTTTble, and ex­ 
tend the use 
of 
manure 
when 
small amounts are on hand. 
In 
fact, a mixture of 
manure 
and 
compost is almost 
as 
good 
as 
manure and will cover a 
much 
larger area. Composts also have 
part of the expense of chemical 
fertilizers and so improve the soil 
that the fertilizers give more ef­ 
ficient results.

High quality pastures 
yielded 
more than double the returns ob­ 
tained from ordinary 
bluegrass 
last year when compared on the 
basis of pounds of gain made by 
grazing yearling steers, says T. A. 
Ewing of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
A comparison of 
gains 
from 
pasture was made on a number of 
farms with in the same county by 
men co-operating with the 
Col­ 
lege in keeping feed and produc­ 
tion records on their cattle. With 
gains figured at 6 cents a pound, 
the best pasture gave a return of 
$10.70 an acre and the poorest on­ 
ly $4.58 an acre. 
The best results were obtain ?d 
by a feeder who pasture

wheat from March 27 to May 1 
and then turned his cattle into a 
mixed pasture of clover and tim­ 
othy.

Apparently the most sat­ 
isfactory temperature for holding 
eggs is between 50 and 60. 
To prevent chilling or freezing 
during cold weather, eggs should 
be gathered several times 
daily 
and immediately placed in the egg 
storage room. In hot weather the 
eggs should be gathered frequent­ 
ly and stored whore the tempera­ 
ture is below 68. It is as import­ 
ant to gather eggs several times 
daily in hot weather as in cold 
weather. 
Eggs kept under ideal 
condi­ 
tions can be held from 10 days 
'o two weeks without apparently 
injuring their hatchibility. Under

Ec hos of the G r e a t D e b a te o f *58 
In 1H58 when Lincoln was hav­ 
ing his debates with Douglas and 
the election of President Buchan- 
n’s successor was in everybody’s 
mind. Mr. Lincoln made this an­ 
nouncement from the 
hustings: 
“It is my opinion that the 
Dred 
Scott decision, as it is. 
never 
would have been made in its pres 
ent form if the party that made 
it had not been sustained previ­ 
ously by the election. My opinion 
deeming against the right of the 
people of the States to 
exclude 
slavery, will never be made if that 
party is not sustained by the elec­ 
tion. I believe further that it is 
just as sure to be made, as tomor­ 
row is to come, if that party shall 
be sustained.” 
| I t was just about the same time 
that Lincoln, 
arraigning 
Judge 
Douglass for 
contending 
there 
was something vicious in taking 
political exception to the Supreme 
Court decisions, cited some pre­ 
cedents in this language: "It is 
nothing that I point out to him 
that his great prototype, Jackson 
did no believe in the binding force 
of the decisions. It is nothing to 
him that Jefferson did not so be­ 
lieve." And then he went on to 
remind the adversary who found 
fault with him for complaining of 
the judicial decision 
that 
Judge 
Douglas himself was one of five 
new judges appointed in Illinois 
to break down a decision of the 
Supreme Court of that State. 
As a matter of fact 
Lincoln 
pretty much as every other Presi­ 
dent who played a very important 
part in American history, had his 
tilts with 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
While bowing to the limitations of 
the court of his day, he did not 
scruple to be perfectly frank 
in 
his view of judicial opinions that 
did not accord 
with 
his 
own 
view’s, and was not hesitant in 
adopting expedients to get around 
those decisions in one way or an 
other. Each President of that kind 
in his turn has been charged by 
his political opponent with u s u r ­ 
pation and with seeking to break 
down the people’s respect for the 
Supreme Court. And these thing 
have neither shaken the places of 
the Presidents in history nor caus 
ed the Supreme Court to be re 
garded with any less esteem than 
before the incident.
